PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee, 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  u^jon  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  of  Brau^ing  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  I963. 

There  has  been  little  fluctuation  in  the  population  figures 
and  in  those  for  the  total  number  of  births  and  deaths.  The  health 
of  the  District  was  good  apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  While  measles  is  not  a killing  disease,  it 
can  cause  complications  of  which  Pneumonia,  Otitis  Media,  and 
Encephalitis  are  the  most  frequent. 

Reference  has  been  made  to  the  typhoid  outbreak  at  Harlow 
and  this,  together  with  other  occurrences  dtn-ing  the  year,  has  again 
focussed  attention  upon  the  importance  of  food  hygiene.  It  is  felt 
that  the  dangers  arising  from  ill-considered  food  handling  could  be 
substantially  lessened  if  more  attention  was  paid  to  the  following 
points 

1*  If  all  housewives  and  other  food  handlers  were  to  acquire 

the  sense,  developed  by  doctors,  of  having  their  hands 
contaminated  and  necessitating  washing,  every  time 
they  touch  any  questionable  object. 

2,  If  all  agencies  engaged  in  food  handling  were  to  send  one 

or  more  of  their  Senior  Staff  to  one  of  the  nimierous 
courses  now  available  on  food  hygiene.  By  thus 
acquiring  a knowledge  of  elementary  bacteriolo^'' 
the  spread  of  organisms  they  would,  upon  completion 
of  the  course,  be  in  an  excellent  position  to  disseminate  the 
principles  of  food  hygiene  amongst  other  members  of  the 
staff. 
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If  all  persons  contempla,ting  holidays  in  Southern 
Europe,  North  Africa  and  places  "where  typhoid  fever 
is  endemic,  would  consiuLt  their  ovm  doctors  on  the 
ad'vdsahility  of  ha-vlng  T,A,B»  injections  a month 
before  they  lea-ve. 

4.  If  when  new  lavatories  are  constructed  and  this  applies 

particularly  to  public  and  ccmmunal  lavatories,  consideration 
were  given  to  the  employment  of  foot  operated, 
rather  than  hand  operated,  flushing  systems.  These 
are  available  from  the  manufacturers  and  it  is  only 
necessary  to  stimulate  sufficient  demand. 

Much  is  written  at  the  present  time  about  the  function  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  regarding  Health  Education.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  for  many  years  now,  the  Annual  Reports  of 
all  Medical  Officers  of  Health  have  been  an  important  vehicle  for  the 
dissemination  of  health  principles,  this  being  especially  so 
when  the  M.O.H,  is  fortunate  enou^  to  have  a sympathetic 
Press. 


In  a large  Rural  Area  where  many  of  the  water  supplies  come 
from  private  sources,  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  close 
surveillance  be  kept  over  such  sources.  Sampling  of  supplies 
was  continued  throu^out  the  year  and  v/here  they  have  proved 
unsatisfactory,  remedial  actions  Inave  been  taken. 

A total  of  39  samples  being  submitted  to  the  Laboratory 
for  examination.  Eleven  of  these  samples,  affecting  seven 
properties,  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Two  of  these 
supplies  were  closed.  In  one  case  where  a treatment  plant  VTas 
already  installed,  samples  before  treatment  were  unsatisfactory 
but  were  completely  up  to  standard  after  passage  throu^  the 
plant.  Remedial  works  have  been  carried  out  in  two  other 
cases.  Elsewhere  pollution  cleared  itself  in  one  instance,  but  in 
another  the  pollution  is  intermittent. 

The  Council’s  drive  to  provide  as  much  main  drainage  as 
possible  throughout  the  District  has  continued.  The  preliminary 
planning  for  the  new  Buntingford  Scheme  and  for  the  Much  Hadham 
project,  undertaken  in  conjuction  with  Ware  Rural  District 
Coimcil  was  completed,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  both  of 
these  two  Schemes  will  begin  in  1964*  Eurther  projects  ha.ve 
also  been  under  consideration  and  are  referred  to  in  the  body  of 
the  report. 

The  Meals  of  Tlieels  Service  at  Bxmtingford,  referred 
to  in  the  last  year’s  Report  has  grown  in  popularity  as  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  people  availing  themselves  of  these 
meals  has  increased  from  lb  to  40»  similar  Scheme  covering 
Much  Hadham,  Little  Hadham,  and  Albury  was  started  last  October  and 
can  congratulate  itself  in  having  fed  for  a week  a family  all  of 
whose  members  were  incapacitated  by  illness. 
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I have,  once  more,  much  pleasure  in  stating  how 
cognisant  I am  of  the  whole  hearted  support  I have  received  in 
my  work  from  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the  Coiuncil, 
and  their  respective  Chairmen. 

I am  much  indebted  to  the  other  Chief 
Officers  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for 
their  help  and  to  Miss  Kent  for  again  doing  the  necessary 
statistical  sums  for  this  report.

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GENEEAL  STATISTICS. 


The  popiilation  Estima,te  for  mid-year  I963  was  10,130,  The 
1962  figure  was  10,150  while  that  for  196I  was  10,120.  Thus  in  the  last 
three  years  there  has  "been  little  fliuctuation  with  a median  figure  of 
10,133.33  recurring. 

The  nmher  of  inhabited  houses  fell  by  2 from  3 >279  ■to3»277 
while  the  number  of  houses  per  acre,  the  number  of  persons  per  acre  and 
the  number  of  persons  per  hoTuse  showed  little  change. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  from  I46  to  I55 
a live  birth  rate  of  I5.3O,  The  still-births  numbered  3i  'tiie 
same  figure  as  that  for  I962,  The  total  n-umber  of  deaths  of  all 
ages  rose  from  123  to  129*  giving  a death  rate  of  12, 73*  There  was  1 
maternal  death  and  the  deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age  remained 
at  2 - the  same  as  in  I962, 

CAUSES  OE  DEATH. 


Disease  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  was  the  greatest 
cause  of  death,  numbering  44  erases  or  34«11^  of  the  total  deaths.  All 
forms  of  malignant  disease  including  leukaemia  took  second  place, 
accounting  for  23  deaths  or  17.83^.  Vasciolar  disease  of  the  nervous 
system  came  third  with  I7  or  I3.18JS,  while  pne\jmonia  accounted  for  ^4 
deaths. 


The  two  infant  deaths  were  due  to  congestive  heart  disease  and 
haemorrhagic  disease  of  the  newborn.  There  was  one  suicide  caused  by  coal  gas 
poisoning. 

The  Registrar-General  returns  give  only  4 deaths  due  to  accident  but 
the  figures  in  this  office  show  there  to  have  been  six,  these  ha\m.ng  been  due 
to  a gunshot  wound,  an  accident  in  the  football-  field,  two  head  injuries,  a 
collision  between  a tricylo  and  a motor  car  and  coal  gas  poisoning.

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SEWEHAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAX 


CESSPOOLS. 


During  the  year  I513  cesspools  T7ere  emptied,  which  is 
118  in  excess  of  I962. 

One  free  emptying  is  still  provided  and  requests  for 
the  service  a-re  particularly  heavy  in  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
causing  delay  in  meeting  the  demand,  hut  with  a few  exceptions  the 
reas  on  is  appreciated  and  the  service  has  generally  been  well  maintained. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 


The  Parishes  of  Buntingford,  Grea-t  Eormead,  Braughing, 

Hare  Street,  Much  Hadham,  Cottered,  High  Wych,  have  public  sewerage 
systems. 


Progress  was  made  on  two  proposed  schemes  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  it  was  possible  to  ask  for  tenders. 

These  schemes  are 

(1)  Buntingford. 

Whilst  the  parish  of  Bxmtingford  has  a disposal  works 
it  was  found  that  the  works  were  grossly  overloaded,  and 
several  sewers  were  subject  to  surcharge. 

The  proposed  works  for  Buntingford  which  will  embrace 
the  parishes  of  Aspenden,  Buckland  and  Westmill  are 
designed  for  a maximum  population  of  3>500» 
present  popifLation  of  the  combined  parishes  in  229O, 

This  leaves  a good  margin  for  increase  in  population 
which  under  present  planning  policy,  will  occur  in 
Buntingford* 

(2)  Much  and  Little  Hadham. 

An  existing  sewerage  system  and  very  substandard 
treatment  works  exists  in  the  parish  of  Much 
Hadham. 

A joint  scheme  with  the  Ware  Rural  District  Comcil, 
in  whose  district  the  works  vdll  be  constructed,  is 
due  to  commence  early  in  I964.  Improved  sewerage 
facilities  will  be  provided  in  Much  Hadham,  and  will 
be  extended  to  embrace  the  parish  of  Little  Hadham,

A scheme  for  a public  sewerage  system , together  with 
a disposal  works, is  being  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  too  will  be  commenced  in 

1964. 

HOUSING  TREATMENT  PLANTS. 


Extensive  research  and  negotiation  has  been  made 
to  provide  small  treatment  plauts  at  Moor  Green,  Ardeley  and  at 
Brent  Pelham, 


One  of  the  major  difficulties  arising  particularly  in 
the  case  of  Moor  Green,  has  been  the  problem  of  obtaining  the 
necessary  consent  to  use  a privately  owned  ditch  for  the  disposal 
of  treated  effluent. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  GENERALLY. 


The  sewerage  schemes  now  in  operation  and  proposed 
will  bring  approximately  7^  of  the  population  of  the  district 
within  reach  of  the  public  sewer. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  housing  treatment 
plants  have  regularly  produced  a high  standard  of  purification 
well  within  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  Lee  Conservancy 
Catchment  Board, 

In  this  connection  I feel  that  the  Council's 
workmen  who  maintain  these  plants,  are  worthy  of  mention.  They 
are  called  upon  to  do  a very  necessary  but  onerous 
job  often  under  conditions  which  would  not  be  tolerated  in 
industry. 
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NIGHT  SOIL  COXLECTION. 

A limited  scheme  of  nightsoil  collection  is 
Operated  throughout  the  district.  This  scheme  includes  the 
collection  of  the  contents  of  chemical  closets  and  pail  closets  from 
premises  where  the  occupants  are  elderly  or  incapacitated  or  where 
the  gardens  are  of  insufficient  size  for  the  satisfactory  disposal 
of  the  waste  material. 

The  collection  is  made  under  Contract,  by 
Messrs.  Tovey  Transport  Ltd.  , of  Cambridge,  and  during  the  year  I963
